According to Scandinavian folklore, tossing straw hexes into the flames of 
the bonfire brings good luck and freedom from evil spirits to those who pitch a 
straw doll into the fire. 

During preparation for the 1980 Festival, the hexes were no where to be 
found and none were tossed into the bonfire. This maybe the reason why Miss 
Scandinavia 1980 had a terrible time keeping her crown on. The straw hexes are 


made each year by the Scandinavian Festival Court and volunteers.

A highlight at the Astoria Scandinavian Midsummer Festival is the recognition of an immigrant from 
each of the five Scandinavian countries. They will be introduced Saturday, June 22, 7:00 p.m. during the 
Special Program. It has become an annual tradition for the local Scandinavian lodges to honor those that 
have brought their heritage to our community. It’s interesting to hear what prompted them to leave “the 
old country” and how they have lived their lives here in the United States. 


2002 HONORED SCANDINAVIAN IMMIGRANTS 
Kati Tuominen — FINNISH IMMIGRANT 


Kati Tuominen (maiden name Hyvarinen) was born in Viipuri at the end of 
WWII, She had to leave Karelia being only one week old, because the Russians 
took Karelia from Finland. She lived in Munkeiniemi, Helsinki, where she grad- 
uated from the Helsinki University. 

Kati met her husband, Jaakko Tuominen, in the Finnish Lapland. He was 
known as “Jaska” and as a Finnish double Olympian runner (440 hurdles). 

It was Jaakko’s idea to move to the United States. He was given a track scholar- 
ship in the States. Kati was given a graduate scholarship, and both got their 
Master of Science Degrees from the United States in 1971. 

They moved back to Helsinki where they lived for the next 20 years. Kati 
worked as a Director of Management Consultanting for Executive Search and 
Jaakko as the Manager of Nike Distribution/Finland. They had two sons, Jarkko 


& Juha, and a daughter, Kaisa. 

In 1991 Jaakko wanted to move the family to the United States - to Portland, Oregon which was close to the Nike 
headquarters in Beaverton where he later worked. Kati has studied athletic massage so they travelled with Nike ath- 
letes to sports events like the Boston Marathon. Kati gave massages to very good runners - one of them won the Boston 
Marathon three times. 

Four years ago, Kati and Jaakko moved to the Oregon coast. They bought the Rose River Inn Bed & Breakfast in 
Astoria. They found the beauty of Astoria and a new “Finnish family” - the loving and supporting group of Astoria 
Finns! This support has been enormous especially since Jaakko died late 2001. 

Kati likes to thank the Finnish Brotherhood Lodge for this special recognition. 


Susanne Benthin — SwepisH IMMIGRANT 


My name is Susanne Benthin and I was born in Vasa, Finland in 1964. I lived in Tojby with my parents Eskil and 
Jenny Osterdahl. I have two brothers. My younger brother, Stig, lives in Tojby with his wife and son. My older broth- 
er, Sture, lives in Stockholm, Sweden with his wife and two daughters. My dad died almost three years ago and my 
mom still lives in Tojby. She comes to stay with us every winter. My parents had visited here almost every year since 
I moved to the United States. 

As achild, I went to six years of grade school. There were two boys and four girls (including me) in my class. The 
whole grade school had 30 kids. We played soccer and track in the summer and ice hockey, ice skating and cross coun- 
try skiing in the winter. When I was ten, a man in his 80’s came to our school and taught us how to orient in the woods 
with an area map and a compass. “Orienteering” became my favorite sport and went to competition every weekend. I 
also had chores, one of them in particular was to get the cows from the field and herd them home. 

We had a little summer cottage out on an island that you could get to only by boat. We had no power or septic, only 
a fireplace, an outhouse and of course a sauna. I was very proud the day dad let me drive the boat to the cottage all by 
myself and tried to spent as much time there as possible. Dad and I went fishing all the time too. He put out the nets 
and I would row the boat. My friends and I would ride our bikes approx. five miles to go swimming in the Baltic Sea 
during the summer. 

I had to work in our green house when I was twelve. We grew tomatoes and cucumbers. I did not like working there 
because it was so warm and humid. My dad had a bad fall and couldn’t work for three months so my brothers and I 
had to do the haying all by ourselves. 

I went three years of high school and had learned several languages. I spoke Swedish at home. I graduated from 
High School in 1980.

2002 HONORED SCANDINAVIAN IMMIGRANTS 


Kaare Nielsen 
NORWEGIAN IMMIGRANT 


Kaare was born on March 7, 1923 in Sand, Rogaland, Norway. The nearest big city Stavanger. There are many 
happy memories of his childhood years in Sand. Sand is located next to 
Sandsfjorden so the children were closely watched when playing near the water, 
The Nielsen children were encouraged to learn to swim at an early age. Kaare 
remembers building a kayak with another boy and having to be rescued from the 
middle of the fjord when the boat began leaking water. During the winter 
months, the fjord often froze over so there was ice skating and racing amongst 
the boys. Of course, every Norwegian learns to ski when still very young. Some 
of Kaare’s happiest memories are of Sundays spent hiking to the top of nearby 
mountains with the boys and girls in Sand and skiing back down. There were 
_ | many cousins in Sand to play with, and they all enjoyed good times at their 

j Grandfather’s hotel, especially Christmas when the children were allowed to 
climb to the third floor and slide on the banister all the way back down to the 


first floor. 


In Norway, Kaare worked with his dad and uncle. His father had what was called a water taxi (a boat), Kaare often 
took the doctor and veterinarian as they made calls on people living out along the fjord. The water taxi was also used 
for hauling hug log rafts, not a pleasant job as the boat moved so slowly through the water due to the weight of the 
logs. As soon as he got his driver’s license, Kaare started driving truck, both for his dad and himself. He also drove 
taxi in Sand. He remembers one job involving hauling meat from Sand to the East Coast of Norway. On a recent trip 
to Norway, he could not believe how narrow those twisting, winding, steep roads were. 

Kaare was serving aboard a sailing ship out of Bergen that was a merchant marine training ship when the Germans 
declared war on England. The ship was immediately called back to Norway, and during the course of the occupation, 
Kaare assisted his Uncle Nick in smuggling guns in his boat to members of the underground. He was conscripted by 
the Germans to work in a couple of their work camps during the war. 

The day it was announced that the Germans had surrendered, the Nielsen family was the first family to appear on 
the streets of Sand with their own car. When they had heard the Germans were coming to Sand at the beginning of the 
occupation, Kaare and his father removed the wheels from the car and buried them beneath the sawdust at Uncle Nick’s 
mill. The Germans were told that the wheels had been loaned to somebody else and had not been returned. 

The decision to come to the United States was getting closer after the Socialist government took hold in Norway. 
They felt that there were not many opportunities to succeed in business any more. Kaare and a childhood friend first 
went to Canada in 1952, staying there only about a year. While in Canada, Kaare visited his sister Jenny in Aloha, and 
made the decision to immigrate to the United States. He returned to Norway where he waited for almost a year before 
getting permission to enter the United States. He entered the country in January of 1954. An aunt in New York was his 
sponsor and wanted him to stay in the big city, but he wanted no part of that and came west to Oregon. 

Kaare stayed with his sister and brother-in-law, Jenny and Fritz Tollefsen in Aloha. He stayed with them until he 
went to work at Timberline Lodge where he was Transportation Manager for ten years. He decided to start his own 
business and has been quite successful with his trucking firm, K.M. Nielsen Trucking. He presently has 30 employees 
and owns 25 trucks and trailers. He is a contract mail hauler with the U.S. Post Office. Two of his trucks are seen every 
day bringing mail from Portland to Astoria, Warrenton, Hammond and Seaside, and returning with mail back to 
Portland. 

Kaare also carried mail in Norway. One of his memories was travelling by skis on the frozen fjords with the mail 
sack slung across his back. 

Kaare is an accomplished musician and has played accordion since he was eight years old. He played for dances all 
over Southwestern Norway, often travelling to nearby towns on skis with his accordion strapped to his back. Kaare and 
his trio have played for the Scandinavian Festival since its inception. He also played with the popular stage and record- 
ing group, The Midnight Sons. ; 

Kaare is presently married to Joyce Wicklund Nielsen (Swedish descent), and they live in Aloha. He is the father 
of five children: Katrina Nielsen Parde, Rebecca Nielsen, Kristin Nielsen, Laura Nielsen, and Nick Nielsen. Kaare has 
two sisters that live in Beaverton, Oregon, Jenny Tollefson and Maalfrid Yountz. His other sister, Ruth, still lives in 
Sand and his younger brother, Arvid, is deceased. 

Kaare has visited Norway many times. He and Joyce were most recently there in September 2001, visiting his sis- 
ter, Ruth and many cousins and friends in Sand. Visits are also made to Stavanger where his deceased brother's fami- 
ly lives. 

: Kaare says that all of his hopes and dreams have come true, thanks to hard work and the support of a good wife and 


loving family. 


Flags of Scandinavia 


DENMARK, Evurope’s OLDEST MONARCHY 


Denmark, the oldest monarchy in Europe, also has the oldest flag. It is called 
“Dannebrog”. It is thought that this flag, showing a white cross on a red field, was a gift 
from the Pope for the 13th century crusade against eastern . 
pagans. The earliest account of the use of Dannebrog dates back 
to the 1500’s, with the flag established as a naval ensign. It 
became the standard of the Danish Army in 1842. The name, 
Dannebrog, probably derives from the Frisian words “dan 
meaning red, and “broge” which originally meant a colored cloth. | 
Although the Faroe Islands belong to Denmark, they fly their own Eaiaaae 
flac. It has a small red cross within a larger blue cross over a white field. Greenland, 
supported by Denmark, has a simple flag design - half red and half white circle on a 
half red and half white field. 


FINLAND, INDEPENDENT REPUBLIC IN 1917 


The Finnish flag features a blue cross on a white field. According to tradition, the 
design was proposed by poet, Sakari Topelius, in the 1860’s. He 
said that the colors symbolized “the blue of our lakes and the white 
snow of our winters.” It was made official about six months after 
Finland achieved its independence after World War I. The Aland 
Islands are between Finland and Sweden. They are mostly 
populated by people of Swedish descent but administered by 
Finland. The flag of the Aland Islands shows this blend with a 
small red cross within a larger yellow cross over a blue field. 


ICELAND, INDEPENDENT REPUBLIC IN 1944 


Iceland was a Danish possession during the 1800’s, became a 
state of Denmark and finally was made independent in 1944. Its 
national flag consists of a small red cross within a larger white 
cross over a blue field. The blue represents the sky, the white is 
the prominent snow, and the red symbolizes the fiery volcanoes. 
This flag was used when Iceland gained its independence. 


NORWAY, A ConstTITUTIONAL MONARCHY 


After being ruled by Denmark from the 14th century until 1814 and then untied 
with Sweden for nearly a century, Norway became an independent 
country in 1905. The present design of a small blue cross within a 
larger white cross over a field of red appeared as the merchant 
ensign in the 1820’s. It was not used nationally until the late 
1890's and became the official national flag in 1905. 


SWEDEN, CONSTITUTIONAL MONARCHY 


Sweden’s flag with the yellow cross and the light blue field is probably derived 
from an ancient state coat-of-arms. In 1569, Johan III wished that the gilded (yellow) 
cross of the traditional coat-of-arms should appear on all Swedish 
banners, standards and flags. During the reign of King Gustav 
Adolphus, this design became the Swedish naval ensign. 

The current design was made official in 1906.
